1. Claims 57-103 are canceled, and claims 1-56 are pending. 

2. Pending claims 1-56 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior arts Halope et al. (US 5,275,870), Vermeulen et al. (US 6,210,777 B1) and Warner 
et al. (US 6,171 ,734 B1 ) do not teach or suggest (1 ) an information carrier comprising a 
combination of a transparent porous receiving layer having an opaque watermark, a 
cured layer of varnish and a cured layer of lacquer; (2) an information carrier comprising 
a combination of a transparent porous receiving layer having a transparent watermark, 

a cured layer of varnish and a cured layer of lacquer; (3) an information carrier 
comprising a combination of a partially opaque porous receiving layer having a 
transparent watermark, a cured layer of varnish and a cured layer of lacquer; or (4) an 
information carrier comprising a combination of a partially opaque porous receiving 
layer having an opaque watermark, a cured layer of varnish and a cured layer of 
lacquer.
